Field gives the following translation of the title: ‘‘ Among the remedies 
which Friar Don B. de L. C., . . has presented by order of our Lord, the 
Emperor King, at the Councils of prelates, learned and great men, ordered 
to be held at Valladolid in the year 1542 for the reformation of the Indies. 
The following is the eighth in order, in which are given twenty reasons, which 
prove that the Indians ought not to be given to the Spaniards in com- 
manderies, in feudal bondage, or in vassalage, or in any other manner; if His 
Majesty should desire to free them from the tyranny and perdition which they 
are suffering, as from the jaws of dragons, and that they may not wholly con- 
sume and destroy them, and depopulate that world, which was, as we saw, 
filled with an infinite number of native inhabitants.”’ 

Bartolomé de las Casas, a benevolent Spanish missionary, noted for zeal 
in behalf of the oppressed Indians, was born at Seville. In 1493 he accom- 
panied Columbus in his second voyage to America. Some years later, having 
become a Dominican friar, he went to Hispaniola as a missionary, preaching 
the gospel to the natives, and humanity to the Spanish conquerors who had 
enslaved them. His efforts to ameliorate the condition of this class having 
been opposed and frustrated, he visited the Court of Spain in 1516, and 
afterwards repeatedly crossed the ocean to plead their cause. He also ad- 
dressed to Charles V several letters or treatises on the subject. He was 
appointed Bishop of Chiapa some years before 1550. In 1551 he returned to 
Spain.

more than a hundred of the pages are wrongly numbered, and signatures Lll 
4 to 6 occur on the first three leaves of ‘‘ A catalogue of the Nobility of Eng- 
land,’’ as well as on opening leaves of the Index. It may be that the Cata- 
logue of Nobility was cancelled in many copies, and there is no mention of it 
in any available collation of the book, and it would be an extremely hazard- 
ous business to compile such a catalogue at such a time.

‘gs RARE FIRST ISSUE, The first Prayer Book of Edward VI. was 
issued in several editions and issued by Whitchurch & Grafton in 1549. This 
retained much of the nomenclature of the old religion such as altar, Mass, 
Priest, etc., and in other respects was not satisfactory to the reforming spirits 
of the age. During 1551, and possibly in 1550, a Commission appointed not 
by Parliament or by Convocation but deriving its authority from the King,

drew up a revision of the Book of Common Prayed on more Protestant lines. 
it was presented to the House of Commons, and on the 15th April, 1552, an 
Act was passed for the uniformity of public worship on the lines of the revised 
Book which was annexed to the Act. Immediately on the passing of the Act 
the Second Prayer Book of Edward VI. was.sent to the press. Edward Whit- 
church and Richard Grafton were each ordered to print editions. Printing 
(and presumably publishing) went on until late in September, when the Privy 
‘Council sent a letter to the printers (on the 26th) ordering them to refrain 
from uttering more copies until certain faults had been corrected. This was 
evidently done on instruction from some higher authority, as on the 27th 
Oct. the Privy Council ordered a letter to be sent to the Lord Chancellor to 
cause to be joined into the Book of Common Prayer lately set forth a certain 
Declaration signed by the King’s Majesty touching the kneeling at the re- 
ceiving of the Communion, (Steele, Tudor and Stuart Proclamations I., 417. 
Acts Privy Council IV., 154.) As, by the Act of Uniformity, the new book 
was ordered to come into use by All Saints Day (Nov. 1) there can be very 
little doubt that the majority of copies had been distributed by the end of 
October, and these of course lacked the new Declaration. The printers on 
receipt of the order from the Lord Chancellor printed the Declaration (ever 
after known as the Black Rubric) on a single leaf, inserted it in all copies of 
the Book then in stock, and no doubt attempted to distribute it to previous 
purchasers. As a result only one or two copies are known to exist, but for 
historical purposes a facsimile copy is generally added to the few copies of 
the Prayer Book that are known. Im later issues of the 1552 folio (the 
quartos all probably belong to 1553) the Black Rubric is printed in the text 
at the end of the Communion Service. 

It is difficult to decide which is the first issue out of the 2 editions and 
perhaps 6 issues by Whitchurch, but the point may be made that the issue 
with the collation running to CC8 is certainly later than the issue running 
to BB12, as a copy of the former exists in the British Museum with the Black 
Rubric in the text. Further it might be said that a copy without the Black 
Rubric at all belongs to the first issue prior to Oct. 27, 1552. The collation 
of the present copy runs as follows: a’b®a2A®B—R*S*AA®BB™, and therefore 
belongs to the earlier issue. It does not possess the leaf of the Black Rubric, 
but a facsimile has been inserted. It however has the two leaves containing 
the Act of Uniformity, which are even rarer than the Book itself. 

It is hardly necessary to lay stress on the importance of the Book of 
Common Prayer of the 1552 recension. It is the first in which the word Altar 
was replaced by Table and the word Mass omitted. The influence of the 
Reformers of Germany and Geneva had gained considerable ground, and the 
Kirchenordnung of Brandenburg (J. Petreius, Nuremberg, 1533. For a copy 
of this see my Catalogue 882, No. 227) and similar service books were placed 
under contribution. The 1552 Book therefore can be described as the prin- 
cipal landmark in the early histories of the Protestant Church of England, 
and its value both from the liturgical and doctrinal points of view cannot be 
exaggerated.

He did not, however, confine himself to this 
type of book: he printed Pedro Mexia’s Silva de varia leccion (1540), and many 
other books of a similar nature. He apparently died in 1548, as, in the follow-

Biographie Universelle (1811), III., p. 327: Josaphat Barbaro was born 
at Venice, and belonged to an old and noble family. Most of the upper classes 
of the Republic were interested in commerce. Barbaro embraced this career, 
and made, in 1436, a journey to Azof, then called Tana, the principal depot 
for Chinese and Indian merchandise. Barbaro remained five years in Russia, 
and was there when the Mahometans, who inhabited the banks of the Volga, 
conquered the district, and obliged the inhabitants to embrace Islam. The 
Venetian consul sent him as ambassador to the Ottoman general, who received

him with distinction, and accorded him the protection which he asked. When he 
returned to his native country Barbaro was entrusted with another mission. 
In 1473 he was sent to Persia to assist Ussun Cassan in his war against the 
Turks. Aiter an absence of five years. he returned to Venice. He died in 
1494, at an advanced age. He was the last of a long list of travellers who 
explored the East during the thirteenth, fourteenth and fifteenth centuries. 
The account of his travels here given furnish certain details on Persia and 
Georgia which would otherwise be unknown. His description of the Khanat of 
Kapichak is of great geographical interest. Most of what he says about the 
customs and mode of living in these countries has been confirmed by Russian 
and German travellers. 


Biographie Universelle (1813) IX., p. 500: Ambrogio Contarini was sent 
on an embassy to the Shah of Persia in 1473. He set out on February 23, 
with a numerous suite, crossed Germany, Poland, South Russia, and the 
Crimea, embarked at Fazo in Mingrelia and crossed the Black Sea, was ill- 
treated by a petty Georgian prince, and arrived in August 1474 at Tauris, 
where he met the son of Ussun Cassan. On October 30 he found the king him- 
self at Ispahan, to whom he was presented by Barbaro. He was well received, 
and accompanied Ussun Cassan in many of his journeys, who soon gave him 
his congé, and told him to say that the war was being prosecuted vigorously.. 
Contarini left the Persian court with regret in June 1475 and returned to Fazo. 
He here learned that the Turks had just captured Caffa. He was forced to 
return and made his way by Schanaki to Derbent, where he passed the winter. 
In April 1476 the discomfort of the life obliged him to take ship across the 
Caspian Sea. On his arrival at Astrachan he was received by the inhabitants 
in an unfriendly manner, but was rescued by a Russian ambassador who was 
returning from Persia. He continued his journey by way of the Steppes and 
Rezan, and arrived at Moscow in September 1476. The Grand Duke received 
him cordially, and advanced him a sum of money. Contarini sent his suite: 
back to Venice to obtain funds to pay his debts and continue his journey. He 
left Moscow January 21, 1477, passed through Troki, where, for the second 
time, Casimir, King of Poland, at whose court he had discharged a mission on 
his way to Persia, received him well. He arrived in Venice on April 10, 1477.

men by the scurvy; the ‘‘ Dainty’’ [the ‘‘ Repentance’’ was so renamed by 
order of Queen Elizabeth] was nearly burnt by accident; and about the end 
of Uctober, having a very large number of sick, they put into Santo in Hrazil. 
Here they were able to purchase oranges, lemons, and a few fowls; but the 
governor ordered them to depart within three days, nor would he permit them 
to trade, or ‘to take any reireshment upon the shore.’ So they put to sea, 
though short of water, having, it appears, none except what they distilled, a 
process tor which they had a proper apparatus though it afterwards went com- 
pletely out of use, presumably on account of the difficulty of carrying sufficient 
fuel. On Nov. 5 they anchored between Santa Anna Islands, to the north of 
Cape Frio. There they put the sick on shore, and refreshed them with sea- 
fowl and such fruits as the islands afforded. Afterwards they watered at Isla 
Grande, to the west of Rio Janeiro; and on the 18 Dec. shaped their course for 
the Straits of Magellan. At Santa Anna they emptied out and burnt the 
victualler ; off the mouth of the River Plate the pinnace deserted and made 
her way home again. The ‘ Dainty’ thus came alone to the Straits; passed 
through, not without danger; and on April 19, 1594, they anchored at the island 
of Mocha, where fresh provisions were procured. ‘I have not tasted better 
mutton any where,’ Hawkyns noted. An so on to Valparaiso, where they 
plundered the town and ransomed the ships in the bay; thence going north, 
making a few prizes, they anchored on the 18 June in the bay of San Mateo, 
where on the 19th they were found by two large Spanish ships, commanded 
by Don Baltran de Castro, brother-in-law of the viceroy, who had fitted them 
out expressly to look for and destroy or capture these English pirates. The 
crew of the ‘Dainty’ had been reduced by deaths to about seventy-five; the 
Spaniards are said to have numbered ten times as many, which is probable 
enough. Another estimate, making them ‘ thirteen hundred men and boyes,’ 
may be pronounced a gross exaggeration. The ‘ Dainty’ was stoutly de- 
fended, and she might possibly have beaten off her assailants and made good 
her escape, but for the extreme carelessness with which she had been prepared 
for action. Hawkyns left all the supervision as well as the preparation to the 
gunner, in whom he had perfect confidence, but who, in the hour of need, 
proved ignorant and incapable. There were no cartrid es, much ammunition 
had been spoiled by damp, few of the guns were clear when they were wanted, 
and some of them had. been loaded with powder on top of the shot. Hawkyns’s 
own accound of the action tells of such gross neglect and mismanagement as to 
give rise to a suspicion, that, whatever the gunner’s faults, Hawkyns was not 
the ‘complete seaman’ and skilful commander he would wish his readers to 
suppose.’”?

Never does he let himself be led 
by strange ecclesiastical preconceptions; never does he approach, in concep- 
tion, those artists who deal out religious fervour -as if it were a special trump 
card. He treats these subjects merely as he would profane objects of which 
he makes use, and allows himself to be guided by nothing but the spirit of the 
narrative. All the personages introduced shew that stunted figure which 
Holbein loved, and which is considered sometimes much too short in propor- 
tion to the size of the head. These forms are very opposite to the men of 
the 15th century, of the thin lankq figures, of the odd close-fitting garb, which 
confined the limbs and hindered every free movement, and of the deportment, 
in which the artificial grace, learned from a dancing master, is combined with: 
whatever is angular, awkward, and constrained.’’ (Green: Holbein’s Icones,
